Malta summit opens today 


MARSAXLOKK BAY, Malta 
(Agencies) — U.S, President 
George Bush arrived Friday for 
his shipboard summit with Soviet 
President Mikhail ■ Gorbachev 
against a backdrop of continuing 
dramatic changes in Eastern 
Europe arid a coup attempt in the 
Philippines. 

In a speech to U.S. sailors 
aboard fee ai rc ra ft carrier USS 
ForrestaJ, Bush praised Gor- 
bachev as “a dynamic new Soviet 
leader” and said the United 
States wanted the Soviet leader’s 
' r e for m pr o gramm e to succeed. 

Bush also presented the For- 
restaTs crew wife a piece of fee 
Berlin Wall as “a symbol of the 
peace we seek.” 

Gorbachev’s East European 
allies took further steps towards 
democratic re for m Friday. East 
Germany’s parliament voted to 
eliminate constitutional guaran- 
tees of fee Communist Party’s 
leading role in society, following 
a smrite step recently in Chechos- 
lovakia. 

Bush arrived cm a rainy, windy 
day and met Maltese Prime 
Minister Edward Fenech Adami 
before heading to fee Forrestal.. 
He then went to the USS Belk- 
nap, his venue for the weekend 
summit. 

Arab stales have asked Bush 
and Gorbachev to break the 


deadlock in the Middle East con- 
flict and told them the Palestine 
liberation Organisation (FLO) 
most have a role in all negotia- 
tions. 

In a petition sent in advance of 
the Malta smnxrdt, Arab foreign 
ministers said fee superpower s 
had a responsibility to solve re- 
gional conflicts, especially at a 
time when the cold warm Europe 
was ending. 

“And there is no focus of con- 
flict which is more tense, or more 
of a threat to world peace than 
the Middle East,” they said in the 
petition, released by the Arab 
League after it was delivered to 
U.S. and Soviet officials in Tunis. 

The Arab ministers asked Bush 
and Gorbachev “to give the 
Palestinian issue die priority im- 
posed by the gravity of the situa- 
tion in the Middle East and to 
break as qnickly as possible the 
deadlock m the peace process 
which has resulted from the 
Israeli government’s intransi- 
gence.” 

The principles for any settle- 
ment should be Israeli withdrawal 
from an Arab territory occupied 
in 1967, an independent Palesti- 
nian state and a U.N.-sponsored 
peace conference in which the 
PLO would take part, they 
added.

Bnt the meeting, when Gor- 
bachev and tins century’s most 
steadfastly and- Communist 
p ontiff spoke alone for 30 ari- 
uutes longer than the scheduled 
45 minutes, was historic not 
only .for its powerful symbolism 
m a year of extraordinary 
events. . 

Gorbachev also said they dis- 
cussed a visit by the Polish-bom 
pontiff to the Soviet .-Union. 
The Pope expressed strong sup- 
port, for Gorbachev’s peres- 
trofica reforms. 

The Feme called for religious 
freed om m the Soviet Union, 
particularly for churches in 
communion wife Rome and 
urged tbe legalisation of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church 


which Stalin suppressed in 
1946. 

The underground status of 
the four-miffion strong Ukrai- 
nian church is the main stumb- 
ling block; in relations between 
the Holy See and the Kremlin. 

Gorbachev said people of 
many faiths in the Soviet Un- 
ion, including Christians, “have 
a right to satisfy their spiritual 
needs,” and be said a law on 
freedom of conscience would 
shortly be adopted. 

Expressing strong support far 
perestroika the Pope declared 
that tire Holy See: wishes you 
success and dedaxesitsrif ready, 
to support every initiative that 

wifi better protect and integrate 

the rights and duties erf indi- 
viduals and peoples, so that 
peace may be ensured in 
Europe and the world.” 


The Pope also expressed' 
hope that tins weekend’s sum- 
mit off Malta between Gor- 
bachev and U.S. President 
George Bush would lead to a 
new understanding. 

Later in the day, Gorbachev 
received a tumultuous recep- 
tion in Italy’s business capital 
Milan, wife an enthusiastic 
crowd of more than 5,000 greet- 
ing the Soviet leader in the 
city’s historic centre. 

“I’ve seen a lot erf confusion 
fa the city,” Gorbachev joked 
to Milan’s Mayor Paolo PflHt- 
teri during a brief reception fa 
the town hall. 

• “Hie pro gr amm e of our visit 
was made some time ago, you 
should have been prepared for 
our visit,” Gorbachev quipped. 

“I want to salute tins confn- 
aon,- which greeted me on the 


streets of Milan. It was amaz- 
ing... I am very moved.” 

Gorbachev, accompanied by 
Ms wife Raisa, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
and Italian Foreign Minister 
Gianni de Micbelis, then strol- 
led through tbe Victor Emanuel 
Gallery, an elegant 19th cen- 
tury glass-covered shopping 
arcade. 

As security men fought to 
dear a path through the 
crowds, hundreds of onlookers 
shouted - “Gorby, Gorby”. 
Many hung Rusaan and Italian 
flags from shop windows. 

Gorbachev was due to meet 
industrialists, rive a news con- 
ference and hold final talks wife 
Prime Minister Ginfio Andreot- 
ti during a six-hour visit to 
Milan before flying direct to 
Valletta in tbe evening.

Hrawi seeks international 
pressure to subdue Aoun 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Prea- 
dent F.Ha& Hrawi has asked Ms 
American, Soviet and French 
counterparts to pressure rebel- 
lious army chief Michel Aoun 
into leaving the presidential 
palace peacefully, a government 
source said Friday. 

The source, speaking to the AP 
on condition or anonymity, said 
Hrawi’s request has relayed fa 
messages to the three heads of 
state through diplomatic chan- 
nels. 

“The president wants to give 
political efforts all the chance 
they deserve. Aoun should leave 
fee. presidential palace,” fee 
source said. 

Despite heavy rain, Christian 
youths maintained a human 
shield around the palace in Baab- 
da east of Beirut to protect Aoun 
against a Syrian attack. 

The youths, sheltering muter a 
sea of umbrellas, sang fee nation- 
al anthem and waved Lebanese 
fla gs and placards denouncing 
Syria. 

Meanwhile, Maronite church- 
men are spearheading efforts to 
avert a bloody showdown to be- 


tween Hrawi and Aoun. 

Political sources quoted by 
Reuters said derics have been 
shuttling for two days between 
Hrawi and Aoun.

Aquino gains upper 
hand in coup attempt 


MANILA (Agencies) — Forces 
loyal to Philippine President 
Corazon Aquino appeared to 
have turned back an army revolt 
Friday and said they had recap- 
tured two rebel strongholds as 
U.S. jets dramatically came to 
their rescue. 

At least 17 people were killed 
and more than 40 wounded fa 
day-long battles around the capit- 
al Manila after tbe mutineers 
bombed the presidential palace in 
fee most audacious army chair 
lenge to fee head of state. 

Loyalist forces claimed to have 
regained the naval base of Sang- 
ley Point, just south of Manila, 
and the logistks c ommand centre 
at Ca mp Agufaaldo, the military 
and defence ministry headquar- 
ters on tiie outskirts of the city. 

Rebels were holding out a Vfl- 
lamor air force base, south of the 
capital, and next to the domestic 
and international airports. 

U.S. jets screamed over the 
capital fa a show of nnlitaiy 
strength ordered by U.S. Presi- 
dent George Bush to help 
Aquino counter the safe and 
most serious attempt to oust her 
smee she was swept to power in a 
1986 military-led revolt. 

A White House spokesman 
said U.S. planes were “aiding 
constantly »nii threatening to 


shoot down any (rebel) plane that 
attemp ted to take off.” 

The F-4 Phantom jets were 
operating out of the U.S. Clark 
aur base, BO kflometres north of 
Manila . 

Soviet officials swiftly deplored 
the Washington intervention. 

The U.S. military restricted 
travel by its 40,000 troops, milit- 
ary dependents and Defence De- 
partment cfnhans stationed at the 
six bases here. Up to 100,000 
other U.S. dvitians live in the 
Philippines, and they were 
warned by fee U.S. embassy to 
stay made. 

It appeared the Aquino govern- 
ment bad trouble mustering loyal 
troops. Mutinous units were seen 
less than two kflometres from tiie 
palace.! 

Rebels also held parts of Man- 
ila’s main airport and bombed 
go vern ment installations. 

Rebel soldiers would not say 
who led them, but added that 
renegade Colonel Gregorio 
“Gringo” Honasan was among 
the planners of the assault. Hon- 
asan led an August 1987 coup 
attempt in which at least 53 peo- 
ple were killed. 

Honasan, arrested after that 
attempt, escaped from jnison last 
year. Hie gave clandestine inter- 
views last week warning Aqmno 


of impending trouble. 

Honasan played a key role in 
tbe nntitary mutiny that started 
the uprising against Ferdinand 
Marcos, who died fa exile Jn 
Hawaii on Sept 28. 

Honasan became disenchanted 
wife Aqmno, however, accusing 
ber of failing to ernsh Communist 
rebels and nd the government of 
corruption. 

Rebel sources said others in the 
leadership included Marcello 
Blando, Domingo Calahati, Jose 
Comendador, and Edgardo Abe- 
nina. Abeoina was fired as .Cebu 
commander after the August 
1987 coup attempt 
The White House said Bush 
authorised U.S. nntitary action 
after Aquino called for help. 

“This b just a temporary situa- 
tion,” Philippine Defence Secret- 
ary Fidel Ramos told reporters. 
He said two U.S. war planes “jnst 
flew over places of action on a 
persuasion flight.

Khalifa said a federation would 
allow each state within Sudan to 
enact its own laws according to 
the wishes of the people. The 
military Junta, which took power 
in a coup in June, regarded this 
proposal as addressi ng SPLA de- 
mands, he said. 

He said the war was costing the 
government 11 nnOka Sudanese 
pounds ($1 million) a day, had 
killed 259,000 people and crip- 
pled economic development in 
southern Sudan. 

The SPLA has already rejected 
the proposal for a -federation. It 
has demanded the overthrow of 
General Omar Hassan A1 
Bashir’s Military Conned, estab- 
lishment of a broad-based gov- 


ernment and a national confer- 
ence to draw up a new constitu- 
tion. 

The first face-to-face peace 
talks between the SPLA and the 
militaiy government, which is 
widely seen as having Islamic 
tendencies, collapsed in August 
over the issue of Islamic Lots. 

Fi ghting e rup t e d » gafa lat e in 
October after a series of unilater- 
al ceasefires which had enabled 
more than 100,000 tonnes of food 
aid to reach southern Sudan, also 
devastated by prolonged drought, 

Carter, fresh from staging a 
second round of peace talks be- 
tween Ethiopia and separatist re- 
bels, said he would chair the first 
session of the Sodan-SPLA talks 
and then leave the two sides to 
bold direct negotiations.

Algeria’s ruling party reformists suffer setback 


ALGIERS (R) — Reformists 
seeking a new direction for 
Algeria’s ruling National Libera- 
tion Front (FLN) suffered a set- 
bad: Friday with a surprise re- 
' surgeuce of old guard compan- 
ions of former President Houari 
Boumedienne. 

Ageing ex-guerrillas who 
dominated the party apparatus in 
the 1970s wooed young delegates 
with fiery nationalist rhetoric and 
-secured new Central Committee 
-seats in a three-day congress 
deemed crucial for die party’s 
'future. 

1 Reformist leaders . said there 
;was no immediate -threat to 
'sweeping political and economic 
reforms launched by President 
Chadli Benjcdid to pull the coun- 
try out of social and economic 
crisis after youth riots last year. 

But they expressed disappoint- 
ment that rank and file delegates, 
participating en masse in a party 


congress for the first time, 
showed such 'strong support for 
the old guard. 

The FLN faces the country’s 
first multi-party elections since 
independence next year after rul- 
ing Algeria alone with an iron 
grip for 27 years. 

Among those elected to an 
enlarged 267-member Central 
Committee were former industry * 
Czar Abdessalem Belaid, ex- 
Foreign Minister Abdel Aziz 
Bouteflika and former party boss 
Mohammed Sal ah Yahiaoui, 
architects of Boumediene’s hard- 
line socialism. They were ousted, 
from the Central Committee in' 
1981. 

Belaid, who led a Soviet-style 
■ industrialisation drive in the 
1970s, has attacked BenjeduTs 
liberal economic reforms as thre- 
atening the public sector and its 
ideals of social justice. 

Benjedid has already intro- 


duced a multi-party democracy 
»Hat fa one of the Third World’s 
freest, with at least 12 cqiposition 
parties ranging from Coommnis ts 
to Islamic fundamentalists set to 
challenge the FLN in local elec- 
tions next year. 

The economic reforms aim to 
revive a stagnant public sector by 
introducing nisuicct 
foreign investment and decentral- 
ised detishm-makipg. 

Belaid, Bouteflika and 
Yahiaoui were careful not to criti- 
cise Benjedid or his reforms 
directly during the congress and 
some reformists said they might 
have been won over. It remained 
to be seen whether they would 
have a place in the party pHtburo 
which has yet to be chosen. 

“The return of the (rid guard in 
no way calls into question the 
reforms,” one leading reformer 
told reporters, saying the govern- 


ment was responsible to the 
National Assembly and not to the 
Central Co mmi tt e e. 

Bat he admitted the (rid guard 
had successfully played on ideolo- 
gical and nostalgic attachment to. 
Boumedienne’s 14-year rule that 
e nded wit h his death in 1979. The' 
r r£ nram± message had yet to be 
successfully explained to the rank 
and file, he added. 

- The official suggested the hard- 
liners may be less dangerous in 
the party power structure than 
outside, where they mi ght form a 
new opposition bloc with wide 
popular appeal. 

A political programme adopted 
by the congress for the first time 
dearly backed the mirth-party 
democracy introduced with a new- 
constitntion last February. 

It skirted most key issues of 
proposed economic reform, but 
gave qualified suppor t for joint 
ventures with foreign partners. 


Moroccans vote in referendum to delay elections 


RABAT (R) — Moroccans voted 
in a referendum Friday on 
whether to endorse King Has- 
son’s decision to postpone gener- 
al elections and thereby give die 
United Nations two more years to 
resolve the Western Sahara con- 
flict 

The king urged the electorate 
of more than seven million to cast 
white ‘yes’ ballots at 60,000 peril- 
ing stations throughout die coun- 
try, including the disputed West- 
ern Sahara, to prolong parlia- 
ment’s mandate by two years. 

Diplomats said the delay would 
also help the king to extend a 
virtual political truce in force 
since 1976 when Polisario guerril- 
las began fighting Morocco for 
the independence of the desert 


territory. * 

Opposition groups were man- 
oeuvred into backing calls for a 
reso unding yes’ vote when the 
king linked die issue with die 
long-running Sahara war. 

The result is a foregone conclu- 
sion, with some analysts predict- 
ing a 99-per cent vote in favour of 
the king’s decision. Pro-govern- 
ment and opposition parties have 
held hundreds of meetings, all 
appealing for a positive vote. 

“Since His Majesty the King 
has asked os to vote yes,’ today 
we are going to vote yes’," said 
the headline in Le Matin, the 
country’s biggest daily. 

Since the war began, Morocco 
has been united on the Sahara 


issue.' All nine political parties 
represented in the Chamber of 
Representatives (parliament) 
assert Moroccan sovereignty over 
die form er Spanish colony. 

King Hassan said in a broad- 
cast 10 days ago he had decided 
to postpone legislative elections 
until 1992 to enable the United 
Nations to hold a self-determina- 
tion referendum in Western 
Sahara. 

The referendum would allow 
the people of the thinly-popu- 
lated territory rich in phosphate 
deposits to choose between inde- 
pendence or integration with 
Morocco. 

Morocco and the Polisario 
accepted the U.N. plan with re-, 


serrations in August 1968 but it 
has been stalled by guerrilla de- 
mands that Moroccan troops, 
administration and settlers must 
withdraw before the vote. 

King Hassan described Us de- 
cision to delay elections as a 
goodwill gesture to give the Un- 
ited Nations more time to imple- 
ment its plan. 

He said it would also forestall 
any accusations that Western 
Saharans were elected to parlia- 
ment before their status as 
Moroccan eftraens was confirmed 
by the international community. 

The king has said that Morocco, 
which controls most of Western 
Sahara, wiB bold its own vote if 
file United Nations referendum 
does not take place by 1992. 


[fhiopia asks rebels to allow famine relief 


ADDIS ABABA (R) — Ethiopia 
Friday called on rebels in north- 
ern areas to stop their “destruc- 
tive war" and allow relief food to 
be distributed to famine victims. 

The Information Ministry 
statement said the policies of the 
Eritrean People’s Liberation 
Front (EPLF) and the Tigray 
People's Liberation Front 
(TPLF) were the “root cause" of 
the hunger in the region. 

“The political stand of seces- 
sionist groups, and the war they 
are waging, has created havoc to' 
development activities — trigger- 
ing deaths and a mass exodus of 
citizens doe to drought and 
starvation,” the Information ‘ 
Ministry said. 

Ethiopia has appealed to fore- 
ign donors for food for an esti- 


mated 1.85 million people who it 
says face famine in the coming 
year. International aid agencies 
put the number faring starvation 
much higher — up to four mil- 
lion. 

The two rebel groups control 
large areas of northern Ethiopia, 
where most of the famine- 
threatened people live. 

Ethiopia says die continuing 
war in the north prevents it from 
moving food supplies to the 
worst-hit areas, but the Tigray an- 
Front says its own relief organisa- 
tion can meet demand if food is 
made available. 

The Information Ministry 
statement called on file TPLF, in 
particular, to stop its “policy of 
war, and destruction”

Iraq honours Guff war 
dead on Martyrs’ Day 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraqis hon- 
oured their Gulf war dead Friday 
with five minutes silence, dawn 
prayers in mosques and tolling 
church bells. 

Traffi c in Baghdad came to a 
standstill in the morning rush 
hour as people stood with then- 
heads bowed in pouring rain, 
honouring those killed in nearly 
eight years of war against Iran, 
halted by a ceasefire in August 
last year. 

No official casualty figures 
have been released, but unofficial 
Western estimates put the toll on 
both, sides as a million dead. 

Iraq celebrates Dec. 1 as “mar- 
tyrs’ day” in honour of prisoners 
of war (PoWs) it says were mas- 
sacred by Iran in 1981 as well as 
those who died in action. 

About 1,000 Iraqi and foreign 
writers, gathering in Baghdad for 
a poetry festival, laid flowers at a 
monument to the war dead east 
of the city. 

The ruling Baath Party news- 
paper AI Thawra blamed Iran for 
delaying the exchange of a total' 
of about 100,000 PoWs still held 
by both sides, 60,000 of them in 
Iran. 

“Iran insists on using this 
humanitarian issue as a cheap 


bargaining card in the political 
negotiations,” the paper said. 

Peace talks begun after the 
ceasefire have stalled, though 
both sides say they want to avoid 
renewed fighting. 

Meanwhile Iran reported 
Thursday that it had received 
Oman’s backing in its dispute 
with Iraq over the Shaft AI Arab 
border nver. 

The Iranian News Agency 
(IRNA) said Oman’s Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs, Yous- 
sef Aiawi, told Iranian Foreign 
Minister Aii Akbar Velayati that 
sovereignly over the waterway 
was set out in 1975 treaty be- 
tween Iran and Iraq. 

IRNA quoted Aiawi as saying 
no one could expect Iran to waive 
its rights under the treaty, winch 
gave Iran control over the East- 
ern half of fiie waterway. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein tore up the agreement in 
1980 on the eve of toe eight-year 
Eran-Imq wax, saying the pact was 
signed under duress. 

“The 1975 accord' is still the 
main bam for determining toe 
border with Iraq and is in no way 
alterable,” IRNA, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted Velayati as 
saying.

$250 m educational plan to span 5 years

* Badran said the new secondary * 
education principles take into 
consideration the needs of the 
Jordanian society and children, in 
addition to students’ knowledge 
and talents and educational phi- 


losophy. 

Badran said the general secon- 
dary certificate examination 
(Tawjihi) would be held once a 
year instead of two as is the case 
now. Students will be allowed to 
obtain the certificate over a 
period of three years instead of 
one. "if a student fails to meet 
the requirements during three 
years, he or she will be allowed to 
take the examination again,” he 
said. Badran said the new guide- 
lines differentiated between com- 
pleting the secondary stage and 
obtaining the certificate, which 
will be necessary if a student 
wishes to pursue his education at 
universzties. The examination will 
include general culture subjects 
-and major subjects. The highest 
three grades a student scores in 
the general culture subjects and 
the highest three in the major 
subjects will be calculated, pro- 
vided that he or she passes the 
obligatory discipline, which is

AMMAN — Finland has a 
long tradition of chorale sing- 
ing that started 900 years ago 
within tire bounds of “church 
music.” It later submitted to 
German influence. It was only 
in 1893 that a young composer. 
Jean Sibelius, then 28 years 
old, composed tire first purely 
Finnish song, “Tbe Boat Jour- 
ney,” which be based on the 
national epic “Kaievala.” This 
signalled the break from, tire 
long Scandinavian -German 
tradition and tire arrival to' a 
purely local colour. The new 
purely-local songs drew their 
authenticity from the deep re- 
servoirs of Finnish national 
poetry, history, folk music and 
“the shimmering light or 
northern summer nights.” 

This long tradition is being 
offered to the Jordanian public 
by tire choir “Soomea Laulu,” 
Song of Finland, who will be 
performing a rich repertoire of 
nine of their major Finnish 
composers, a kind of anthology 
of Finnish choral music. 

“Suomen Lanin” started 90 
years ago as a male choir with 
one of Finland's most promin- 
ent personalities in tire work) 
of musk. Professor Hrikki 
Klemetti.. In 1907 it was 
changed into a mixed choir in 
order to expand its repertoire. 
Many Hnnnsh composers such 
as Jean Sibelius, Totvo Kuala, 
SeKm Pahngren and others, 
wrote and dedicated their most 
important songs for mixed 
choirs to “Suomen Laulu.” 

Tire choir performs major 
choral works with an orches- 
tra, such as Jofaarm Sebastian. 
Bach’s “The Passion of St. 
Matthew,” which they have 
song 72 times during Maundy 
Thursday in St. John’s 
Cathedral in Helsnki. They 
also have an “a capefla” reper- 
toire (without orchestral' 
accompaniment). 

The choir has been very ac-. 
five introducing Finnish chor- 
ale music to the world, 
whether in extensive touts or 
in its recordings. 

The members of the choir, 
almost a hundred of them, are 
skilled amateurs who rehearse 
weekly with intensive weekend 
practice and constant concert 
toms. They are devoted to 
their music and strive to attain 
hjgfa standards working with 
professional orchestras and 
maintaining the respected 
tradition of tire chorus. 

Their conductor is Chifuru 
Matsubara from Japan. He 
came to Finland 10 years ago 
because of his interest in foe 
high level of Finnish choral 
enhore wishing to study choir 
conducting in foe Sibelius 
Academy in Helanki, a haven 
to aB nrasiofovere and stu- 
dents. 

Matsubara completed his 
studies in Sweden, Hungary 
and Britain. One of Ms spe- 
cialities is Gregorian music 
which he familiarised himself 
with in France. He has recently 
discovered numerous manu- 
scripts of Gregorian melodies 
from tire 11th and 12th centur- 
ies in the cellars of Tnrkn 


Cathedral. He transcribed 
them and performed them with 
a group of male angers from 
the F innish Radio Chamber 
Choir whose vice-conductor 
was hims elf. 

The programme that they 
will present at the Royal Cultu- 
ral Centre Dec. 4 at 8:00 pirn, 
under the natronaae of Their 
Royal Highnesses Prince Ra’d 
Ben Zaid and Princess Majda 
wffl indude the “Song of Fin- 
land” by Fredrik Packs (1809- 
1891). “The Lark Song” and 
“The. Nightingale” by Felix 
Mendelssohn (1809-1847), 
“The Blue Bird” by C:V. Stan- 
ford (1852-1924) followed by 
“Thief, Thief Will Be Your 
Name” and ‘‘On Our 
Meadow” by Hugo Alfven 
(1872-1960). Next an “Esto- 
nian Folk Rhyme” and “Lul- 
laby” by Cyrfflus Kreek (1889- 
19o2) will be presented, fol- 
lowed by a waltz of Jean Sibe- 
lius (1865-1957), ending tbe 
first part with Tmvo Kuula 
(1883-1918) and Ms “Summer 
Evening,” accompanied by a 
r-violin and piano. 

The second part wffl start 
with “In the Woodland Pas- 
ture” by L. Made to j a (1887- 
1947) and a Finnish traditional 
song from tire southern Ostro- 
bothnia county that goes 
“Anyone Who’s a Proper Ras- 
cal...” followed b>y an impress- 
ionistic work where Madetoja 
shows foe imagery of “A Sum- 
mer Night.” This is followed 
by “Evening Echo” and 
“When Evening Comes” by 
Jorma Panula (1930- ) and 
“The Midsummer” by Selim 
Pahngren (1878-1951). It is 
worthy to note how much of 
the musk of Finnish composers 
derives from tire nature of their 
country. 

A section of woks by Jean 
Sibelius follows: “Finnish Folk 
Rhyme,” “Fire on the Island” 
and finally Ms famous “Be- 
loved” based on the poems of 
“Kanteletar,” a collection of 
F innish national poetry. This 
piece was described as. “...sen- 
sitively... eliciting the mood of 
the Finnish smnmer night as a 
background to the Miss of 
young love and the melancholy 
of farewelL” 

The concert wffl end with 
“At Sunrise” by Tcmvo Kuula 
(1883-1918), one of Finland’s 
most popular composers who 
may not have lived long, neith- 
er had he a large output, but 
Ms southern Ostrobothnian 
folk-music accent mixed with 
Ms vital interest in_the mod- 
ernist musk of Debussy and 
Wagner, (he was a contempor- 
ary of Bartok and KodaJy), 
vouch for Ms popularity. 

The concert will then serve 
as a baric interpretation of the 
traditional, romantic and im- 
pressionistic styles of Finland's 
most renowned composers of 
choral music. It Is an event that 
is not to be missed! 

The proceeds from this con- 
cert were donated to the Al 
Hussein Society. 

Tbe choir wffl also offer a 
short conceit of spiritual music 
and carols at the Good 
Shepherd Church Dec. 6 on 
the occasion erf Finland’s Inde- 
pendence Day.

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Thursday discussed 
with a visiting U.S. congress de- 
legation the latest developments 
in the Arab and international 
arena and tire resumption of par- 
fiamentary life in Jordan. 

Tbe Kmg and the delegation 
also reviewed tbe latest develop- 
ments in Lebanon. King Hussein 
voiced Ms concern over the situa- 
tion in Lebanon and pledged Jor- 
dan’s full support for any Arab 
effort geared to end the Lebanese 
crisis through the tripart ite Arab 
co mm i tt ee, grouping Saudi Ara- 
bia, Algeria and Morocco, the 
Jordan News Agency, Petra, re- 
ported. 

The King reviewed the de- 
velopments of foe Palestinian 
question and the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and referred to foe “in- 
transigent Israeli position, which 
rejects any form of dialogue with 
tire Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO), tbe sole and 
legitimate representative of foe 
Palestinian people,” Petra said. - 

King Hussein voiced hope that 
tire efforts made by tire U.N. wffl 
yield fruitful results, for a lasting 
Iran-Iraq peace and that tbe Ira- 
nians will respond to these 
efforts, contributing to convert- 
ing tire ceasefire between foe two 


into a just and lasting peace. 

Also Thursday, His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
received foe delegation and ex- 
changed with them views on a 
number of issues, particularly tbe 
Middle East question, Petra said. 

Prince Hassan said Israel was 
responsible for foe deadline in 
efforts through its rejection of 
any rote for the PLO in the peace 
process. The meeting was 
attended by King Hussein's Poli- 
tical Advisor Adnan Abu Odeh 
and tbe U.S. charge d'affaires in 
Amman. 

The AP adds: One member of foe 
U.S. team. Congresswoman Pat- 
ricia Schroeder, said later she 
supports foe U.S. State Depart- 
ment threat to cot off funds for 
the United- Nations if it admits 
the PLO as a non-voting state. 

“I think that makes an incredi- 
ble amount of sense and I think 
all three of us... would support 
that,” said the Colorado Demo- 
crat, who was flanked by repre- 
sentatives Andrew Ireland of 
Florida and Solomon Ortiz of 
Texas. 

She said admitting foe PLO to 
the U.N. General Assembly as a 
state “would be making an end 
run around this attempted peace 
process” under discussion ire- 


tween foe United States, Egypt, 
Israel and the PLO. 

“We really would like to get 
the two parties (Palestinians and 
Israelis) directly involved meet- 
ing with eadi other rather than 
e xp a n ding foe dispute to another 
whole arena on a whole new 
range of issues,” she added. 

Ireland, a Republican, said be 
had_tfre feeling from his tour of 
the region “that delay, as well as 
roadblocks such as tire United 
Nations scenario play in the 
hands of the more radical points 
of view on all sides.” 

The three members of the 
House of Representatives Armed 
Services Committee earlier vi- 
sited Morocco and Egypt, where 
they met with Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak. 

They were received by the 
King before leaving Thursday 
afternoon for Bahrain. They are 
to visit Oman and Portugal be- 
fore returning to Washington. 

Schroeder, an early contender 
for foe 1988 Democratic pres- 
idential nomination, spoke 
favourably of efforts by U.S. 
Secretary of State James Baker’s 
five-point peace proposal. 

It is aimed at winning agree- 
ment on terms for elections of 


Palestinian representatives in the 
Iriaeti-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

“We’re basically trying to get 
foe parties together and not 
trying to teQ them what we think 
is fair,** she- said. “It doesn’t 
matter what America thinks is 
fair, it matters what tire two 
parties can come up with.” 

“I think there’s some areas jgf . 
agreement,” said Oitia^aDSno- 
crat. *T think there's a lot of 
posable things that could come 
out 'of this (Palestiman-IsraMi) 
meeting,” which has been sug- 
gested as a preliminary step to 
elections. 

Schroeder said the delegation 
congratulated the King on Jor- 
dan’s Nov. 8 parliamentary elec- 
tions, calling it “an imp ort an t 
model for this part of tire world.” 

“I most say I was very impress- 
ed that (the King) was willing to 
march out there and have free, 
democratic elections, and (the 
King is) right in there with afl the 
changes going on in the world,” 
she said. 

“It came at a very tough time,” 
Ireland added in an apparent 
reference to Jordan’s economic 
difficulties. “He didn’t pick tbe 
easiest time.”

AMMAN (J.T.) — The govern- 
ment’s decision to merge the Jor- 
dan Industrial Estates Corpora- 
tion (JIEC) and the Free Zones 
Cbqxxration' (FZC) is aimed at 
encouraging and attracting local, 
Arab and foreign investments on 
one hand and promoting Jorda- - 
man exports on the other hand, 
according to JIEC Director 
General Fayez Suheimat. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, Suheimat 
said the move was also aimed at 
opening new markets for Jorda- 
nian industries and exploiting the 
infrastructure available in the in- 
dustrial estates and the free zones 
in Amman, Irbid and Zarqa. 

Suheimat said tire implementa- 
tion of die decision requires a 
study on the investment dimate 
and the legal, financial and admi- 


nistrative situations for both cor- 
porations. He added that a study 
of prospects for converting the 
new corporation into the private 
sector was also required The Free 
Zones Corporation is a govern- 
ment institution owned by tbe 
treasury while tire JIEC is a pub- 
lic one to which capital is contri- 
buted by the treasury through foe 
Jordanian Investment Corpora- 
tion besides other investors as tbe 
Housing Bank, the Industrial De- 
velopment Bank, foe Social 
Security Corporation and foe 
Yarmouk University Investment 
Fond. 


Suheimat said such a study i 
would include a number of minis - j 
tries and institutions concerned 1 
with inve s tments and exports. 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Deputy 
Prime Minister and Interior 
Minister Salem Masa’adeh said 
that Jordan’s success in combat- 
ting drugs can be attributed to 
high efficiency.

CONTRARY to widespread speculations, the Bosh-Gor- 
bacfaev Malta summit is no Yalta by any stretch of the 
imagination. Unlike the post World War IE era, neither 
Moscow nor Washington has a tight grip on their respective 
allies and, accordingly, they cannot agree or disagree cm 
matters touching on their partners without their direct 
consent. What transpired in East Europe in the last few 
weeks makes dear that the Warsaw Pact countries are 
taking their future into their own hands and independently 
of the wishes of Moscow, Likewise, Washington’s relations 
with Western Europe have developed along the lines of 
collective decision-making on aB matters affecting the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation. Asa matter of fact, given the 
new ground roles governing international relations hi the 
nineties, Moscow and Washington have lost modi of then- 
powers to dictate the shape of events globally and interna- 
tionally. Before the end of the twentieth century, at feast one 
of than would lose its status as a superpower in terms of the 
needs and circumstances of the twenty-first century. 

What Presidents Gorbachev and Bosh can do best is to 
agree on ways and to beef up the process of 

reformation that is sweeping across East Europe and extend 
it to reach other nations of the world. There are many 
countries on both sides of the fence and elsewhere which are 
looking with astonishment and bewild e r m e nt at the events 
as they rapidly unfold in East Europe. The shock treatment 
that those observing countries have received from Berlin, 
Budapest, Prague or Warsaw is being transformed mto an 
impetus that propels the phenomenon of change. Many of 
such states would have wished that they had prepared 
themselves better - for the inevitable before it was forced 
upon them. 

For the Arab World, it would be a waste of time to even 
contemplate that the two leaders would take much time to 
address the broader Arab-Israefi conflict. In this context 
two phenomena can be discerned. At a time when Amer- 
fean-Israeli relations have not been negatively affected by 
the end of the cold war, Warsaw Pact countries' relations 
with the Arab World are projected to be negatively affected. 
Simultaneously, East European countries* relations with Tel 
Aviv are e x pected to warm up. What saves Israel from the 
aftereffects of the change in East- West relations is the 
organic involvement of Israel and Jewish lobbyists In the 
domestic American politics including the presidential elec- 
tions. In other words, U.S.-IsraeK relations go beyond and 
are deeper than strict strategic relations to stem the flow of 
Moscow’s strategic interests in the Middle East. The upshot 
of aU this is to have the Arab capitals increase their 
seff-reUance instead of reaching out to Gorbachev and Bush 
to talk about the Palestinian case between sessions. 


A1 Ra’i Arabic paper on Friday discussed cooperation between 
the legislative authority represented by the Lower and Upper 
Houses of Parliament on the one band and the executive authority 
represented by the government on the other. The paper noted 
that both houses will soon submit replies to the speech from the 
throne, delivered to the joint session last Monday by His Majesty 
King Hussein, and said that the two replies were expected to 
reaffirm parliament’s readiness to launch dose cooperation with 
the government in all matters of national interest. Parliament, the 
paper said, is a forum where the deputies can air their views and 
openly discuss matters of concern to the country and Jordanian 
citizens; but, tbe paper added. Parliament should also show a 
great measure of cooperation with the executive authority so as to 
enhance the democratic process initiated by King Hussein and 
under his guidance and direction. The paper said that the 
executive and legislative authorities are bound to display their 
determination to confront and deal with the challenges that loom 
in the offing. 


A col umnis t in A1 Ra’i Arabic daily discusses Lebanon in the light 
of the new crisis between General Michel Aoun and tbe 
government of President Elias Hrawi. Abdul Rahim Omar says 
that the situation is extremely dangerous in view of the adamant 
position of the general who refuses to recognise the prescient and 
submit to parliament decisions, thus endangering his country and 
the Lebanese people. The writer points to Israel’s recent military 
provocations and its raids in South Lebanon as part of the ongoing 
Israeli attempts to escalate tension and create more difficulties for 
the Lebanese to reach solution. Omar says that the Lebanese 
crisis is indeed being internationalised especially with the in- 
tervention of a number of foreign powers like France and 
therefore, be concludes, that there is one ray of hope coming from 
the U.S. -Soviet summit in Malta this weekend.

The 
paper said that the hardened positions of the two sides in the 
conflict does not augur well for the Lebanese in general, and 
tends to undermine the mediation efforts of the Arab League and 
its three-member committee. The paper voiced support for the 
Arab League and its mission in Lebanon and said that there is no 
alternative to peace and negotiation for a settlement if no more 
blood is to be shed on Lebanese soil. The paper also appealed to 
die Arab countries to find a way to boost toe Arab committee's 
efforts and bring about a peaceful settlement.

Bush- Gorbachev meeting marks 
new cycle in post-war history

WASHINGTON — The start of 
a new cycle in post- World War II 
history will be formalised when 


Gorbachev meet in Malta Dec. 2 
and 3. 

The two presidents wfll board 
warships in a Maltese bay to talk 
about peace, about re-ordering 
the concepts of their respective 
foreign policies to match tbe 
handiwork accomplished by tbe 
indomitable people of Poland and 
Hungary, East Germany and 
Chechoslovakia, Latvia, Estonia, 
Lithuania, the Ukraine, Russia. 
They win discuss cyde of chang e 
that is making war seem less and 
less thinkable and democracy die 
dominant credo of the late 20th 
century. They will talk about 
arms control negotiations, and, 
perhaps, will question if events 
have not seriously bypassed both 
of their bargaining positions, 
especially in die conventional 
arms talks. 

The two men will hold the first 
of five discussions Dec. 2 aboard 
die Soviet cruiser Slava, a nuc- 
lear-capable vessel, and later 
ones on the guided missOe cruiser 
USS Belknap; both vessels will lie 
at anchor in Marsexlokk Bay. 
They will confer, with aides pre- 
sent, for about two hoars before 
retiring for an bour-long private 
conversation. The two men wiE 
stroll on the Slava’s deck before 
kindling together in the ship’s 
wardroom. Plans call for Bush to 
return to the Belknap for some 
private time, then return to Slava 
for another expanded meeting. 
Bush will host Gorbachev and fcds 
party for a working dinner aboard 
the Belknap. On Dec. 3, Gor- 
bachev will board the Belknap for 
the third expanded meeting. A 
tonr of the ship is expected before 
luncheon. A second private meet- 
ing is planned before the two 
leaders issue a joint press state- 
ment and hold separate news 
conferences concluding the two 
days of talks. 

They have chosen as the site of 
talks a nation which bears mute 
testimony to the futility of armed 
domination. Malta in its time has

BUCHAREST, Romania — 
Nicolae "Ceansescu’s ringing re- 
jection of reform is leaving him 
with fewer friends, as Warsaw 
Pact allies move towards demo- 
cracy and Western countries step 
up criticism of Romania’s human 
rights record. 

At tbe Romanian Communist 
Party congress that ended Friday, 
the “condo cator" — or supreme 
leader, as Ceausescu is known — 
renounced tbe reforms taking 
place in the six other Warsaw 
Pact nations. 

He proclaimed a strengthened 
role for the Ro manian Commun- 
ist Party, which will be translated 
into further restrictions on a soci- 
ety that already is the most tightly 
controlled in the Eastern Bloc. 

“The party cannot give up its 
responsibility,” he declared. “It 
cannot surrender its historical 
mission to another force.” 

Expressing contempt for tbe 
political liberalisation reshaping 
allied parties and countries, 
Ceausescu — whose 24 years in 
power make him the most senior 
Eastern Bloc leader — suggested 
that reform-minded Communist 
leaders elsewhere had betrayed 
their people. 

His comments were met by 
orchestrated displays of support 
from congress delegates. Bat tbe 
staged support could not gloss 
over the rapidly widening pohtic- 


British. The Turks tried, and so 
did the Nazis, bat Malta with- 
stood both sieges- As Bush has 
noted, the U.S. and Soviet ships 
will be anchored above the 


led ns, dreadnoughts and des- 
troyers “mice meant do guard last- 
ing empires” but now guarding 
“nothing more than reefs of cor- 
al.” The lesson, the president 
said, seems plain: ‘True security 
does not come font empire and 
domination. True security can 
only be found in the growing trust 
of free peoples.” 

Central to the talks will be the 
transition from the security 
manufactured, however, uneasi- 
ly, from buffer states backed by 
armies of tanks and missil es to 
the security of free-flowing com- 
merce in ideas, cultures, people 
and goods. Bush will surely want 
Gorbachev to spell out the para- 
meters of his toleration of change 
in Eastern Europe and inside the 
Soviet Umonl Gorbachev, it is 
said, wfll ask Bush for assurances . 
that the West wfll not use die 
cycle of change for its own 
aggrandisement, seeking further 
elaboration on Bosh’s comment 
that Americans “welcome reform 
not as an adversary seeking 
advantage but as a people offer- 
ing support.” The Soviet leader 
may also seek hdp for his troubled 
economy, perhaps in the form of 
expertise rather than aid. 

Bush has been cautiously — he 
calls it prudently — arranging 
Washington's accmnmodation to 
change since last spring, when he 
spelled out in a series of speeches 
Ins administration’s foreign policy 
principles. First, be told Potisb- 
Amencan citizens in the ethnic 
precincts of Hamtramck, Michi- 
gan, the United States would 
help, with moral support and 
investment dollars, the move- 
ment in Poland and Hungary 
towards economic reform. Bosh 
followed through on both pledges 
when he travelled to those coun- 
tries in the summer. 

Not only did the president 
arrange economic assistance 
packages for each, he got agree- 
ment from the industrialised 
democracies at the Paris econo- 
mic summit for a coordinated 
Western effort to help Warsaw 
and Budapest make the transition 


from a centrally controlled to a 
free market economy. In Poland, 
at least, Bush’s promises of aid 
were followed by an accelerated 
push for political as well as eco- 


expected, the Solidarity move- 
ment took control of Poland’s 
go ve rn m ent 

In several of the spring 
speeches, inducting the presi- 
dent’s memorable address in the. 
RbcinhaUe in Mainz, Germany, 
Bush outlined the American hope 
of a Europe once again whole, 
Kxing in a community of free na- 
tions, the scars of war and divi- 
sion erased, the ability to move 
freely about tire continent again 
a reality. 

When he was in Budapest, 
Bush received an early token that 
hope might become a reality — 
pieces of the barbed wire which 
once separated Hungary from 
Austria. The Hungarians, as part 
of the cyde of change, had rolled 
up their portion of the Iron Cur- 
tain which once stretched from 
Stettin cm the Baltic Trieste cm 
the Adriatic. More recently, 
West German Foreign Minister 
Genscher gave Bush a concrete 
chunk of the Berlin Wall, the 
most infamous segment of tbe 
Iron Curtain. 

Finally, in a speech at Texas A 
and M University, and more re- 
cently in his Thanksgiving 
address to the nation. Bosh has 
again and again expressed Amer- 
ica’s fervent support for the re- 
form efforts of Gorbachev. As 
Bush said Nov. 22, there is no 
greater fan of perestroika than 
die president of the United 
States. 

The cyde of change, of course, 
has been under way for some 
time, whether its inception is 
counted early — from the Reyk- 
javik summit — or late — from 
the breaching of tbe Berlin Wall. 
At Reykjavik, the White House 
and tbe Kremlin came dose to 
agreeing to ban all ballistic nuc- 
lear weapons. The opening of the 
Beilin Wall signalled acknow- 
ledgement by one of commun- 
ism’s hardest-line regimes that 
the will of the people, at least in 
this instance,, could not^ be re- 
sisted, not even by whips and 
prods and tanks. 

The fact that a new cyde has 


started is proof that diplomatic 
theory sometimes bears fruit in 
the real world. The theory was 
emmdated more than 40 years 
ago by a former U.S. ambassador 




nan looked around tbe world of 
tbe late 1940s, he saw a Stalinist 
Soviet Union which had shattered 
the spirit and the letter of the 
' Yalta agreements; Stalin had sub- 
stituted bayonets and bullets for 
the promised free elections in 
Eastern Europe, and be seemed 
intent on gobbling up Greece and 
Turkey as wdL Many feared he 
had designs, too, on Western 
Europe. 

Bat Kennan also noted that 
while Stalin sat atop a state- 
controlled economy that could 
supply tbe arms to repress peo- 
ples mid threaten neighbours, his 
system did not seem capable of 
providing the stuff of life to its 
people over the long haul. 

So Kennan counselled patience 
in the West He was convinced 
fhgf communism would fall, a 
victim erf its own internal contra- 
dictions. Its agression should be 
contained by Western nations 
furnished with the sinews for war, 
even as they sought peace; bol- 
stered by tbe community of 
shared political ideals, which they 
agreed to defend; and armoured 
by a common thirst for freedom, 
which they proclaim is humanity’s 
right and destiny. 

Out of that policy of contain- 
ment the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation was formed; and 
the United States and its friends 
have sought — for tbe most part 
successfully — to erect a dam 
against the tide of communist 
expansionism. 

And just as Kennan predicted, 
the communist system has been 
judged by its practitioners and 
found wanting, first in the Soviet 
Union and China, then Hungary, 
then Poland... 

The task for Bush and Gor- 
bachev — the task for all nations 
and peoples of East and West — 
is to repake the old order, now 
lying in tbe nibble of tbe Berlin 
Wall and the Iron Curtain, with a 
“new part n ership” that will take 
on the important issues of our 
time — the environment, global 
warming, drags, hunger, disease 
and human rights — U.S. In- 
formation Agency. 


Romania increasingly alone 
in orthodox Communist path 


al gap between Ceausescu’s 
Romania and the rest of the East 
Bloc. 

As Ceausescu pledges to ex- 
pand the role of tbe Communist 
Party in a society already domin- 
ated by pervasive one-party con- 
trol: 

— The Soviets are relaxing 
democratic centralism to permit 
increased criticism of the party, 
give its republics more autonomy 
and allow market forces to play a 
greater role in the economy. 

— Poland is being governed by 
a coalition with the Communist 
Party in the min ority, while Hun- 
gary is moving towards full multi- 
party democracy. 

— Mass street protests have 
forced tbe Communist parties of 
East Germany, Bulgaria, and 
Czechoslovakia to loosen their 
holds on power and talk with the 
opposition about sharing power. 

Romania’s decades-long ten-, 
sions with the Soviet Union, even 
before Ce a usescu rejected the 
Kremlin's lead in the 1970s at a 
time when the rest of the Warsaw 
Pact was in lock-step with Mos- 
cow, have been exacerbated by 
his reluctance to embrace Soviet- 


style reforms. 

In a new challenge, Ceausescu 
suggested in his keynote congress 
speech that his nominal Soviet 
ally give up control of territory 
gained through a pre-World War 
0 pact with Nazi Germany that 
resulted in Romania ceding Bes- 
sarabia — now Soviet Moldavia 
— to its powerful neighbour. 

Communist Party delegations 
from several countries — includ- 
ing Italy and Warsaw Pact ally 
Hungary — boycotted the con- 
gress, a move that would have 
been an unheard-of affront just 
five years ago. 

The growing isolation of 
Ceansescu’s Romania also was 
reflected by the* near-complete 
absence of Western representa- 
tion at the congress. 

Chiefs of Western diplomatic 
missions had attended past Com- 
munist Party congresses as a show 
of courtesy. But die 14th congress 
was boycotted by the 12-member 
European Economic Commun- 
ity, all 16 NATO nations except 
Turkey, most Latin -American 
democracies, and almost all of 
Europe’s neutral countries. 

They were protesting Roma- 


nia’s poor hnpian rights record — 
“ignored back in the 3970s, when 
Ceausescu was tweaking the Rus- 
sian bear's tail,” said a diplomat, 
who invoked the customary rules 
erf anonymity. 

The Romanian leader’s inde- 
pendent foreign policy decisions, 
such as refusing to join other 
Warsaw Pact nations in invading 
Czechoslovakia in 3968, or de- 
fying a Soviet bloc boycott of the 
1985 Los Angeles summer Olym- 
pics, was met with applause from 
the United States and its allies. 

The cheers have since turned to 
jeers. 

“They’re being very consistent, 
it’s the rest of the world that’s 
changing,” Canadian Ambassa- 
dor Sol Gray said, referring to tbe 
democratic changes taking place 
in the rest of the Soviet bloc. 

Romania is under growing 
attack for its severe travel restric- 
tions, lack of free speech and 
strict limits on religious practice. 

Fear of opposing Ceausescu 
wen appears to extend into the 
highest party echelons, with 
senior officials seemingly res- 
tricted to carrying out the leader’s 
decrees.

Rdalisd en 15 ans (1774-1789), te 
Ddsert de Retz est te fruit de 1'ex- 
travagance d’un richissune aristo- 
cralc. Folk paysagdre, dessin fie dans 
un lieu retirfi prfis de Chambourcy 
(banlieu de Paris), ce jardin mfilie 
fragments d' architecture, fausses 
niines et essences rares pour donner 
la vision idyllique d’un Paradis terres- 
tre.

Sudan seeking membership 


African presidents debate boosting 
preferential trade area operations 


NAIROBI (R) — Sudan has formally asked to join, 
the preferential trade area (PTA) of east and 
southern Africa, Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi 
has said. 


“We (PTA heads of state) will • 
discuss Sudan’s application for 
membership in tins summit”, 
Moi, current PTA chairman, told 
a wring of the group's heads of 
state in Nairobi. 

“Zaire has alsd shown interest' 
in the PTA and sent observers to 
this year’s summit,” he added, 
but he did not make clear 
whether Kinshasa planned to join 
-Sudan in seeking membership. 

At its opening session Thurs- 
day, the summit of the 16-mem- 
ber bloc approved a budget of 2.7 
million UAPTA — the PTA’s 
currency — ($3.5 million) for 
1990, four per cent above the 2.6 
million ($3.4 million) for 1989. 

* The summit is addressing ways, 
to boost regional Hnks in such* 
;areas as trade, industry, agricul- 
ture, transport and communica- 
tions. 

' PTA Secretary-General Bax 
rNomvette told the same meeting 
.■all -member states had paid op 


their contributions but gave no 
further deatils. 

Despite signs of increased in- 
ternal trade in 1989 as web as 
members’- commitment to soc- 
.cess. the PTA needed an 
“emergency economic rescue op- 


eration,” Nomvete said. 

He Named shrinking markets 
for Africa’s experts, falling com- 
modity prices and decreasing aid 
and private investment far 
weakening national economies 
and raising the continent’s exter- 
nal debt, estimated at $240 bil- 
lion. 

Nomvete proposed joint in- 
vestments by African and foreign 
firms, establishment of a PTA 
monetary union, modernisation 
of transport systems and provi- 
sion of training to African 
businessmen, to save the group 
from collapse. 

The PTA, founded in 1981, is 
seeking a free market by the turn 
of the century, stretching from

Iran misses out as 
Western money 
heads for E. Europe 


DUBAI (R) — The economic 
hire of Eastern Europe has left 
Iran out in the cold, mating 
Western financiers more reluc- 
tant than ever to head for 
Tehran, economists say. 

“The West has enough to think 
about on its own doorstep now,” 
said an I ranian economic analyst. 

“There is only so much money 
to go ground and we like the look 
of Eastern Europe and what is 
happening there,” said a Gulf- 
based European banker. 

Iran’s failure to end political 
rows with tire main Western na- 
tions, or give dear guarantees on 
Western investments, already 
looted like harming efforts to 
rebuild its economy after eight 
years of war, financial analysts 
said. 

They said Iran needed at least 
$15 bulkm of hard currency a 
year to recover from economic - 
mismanag ement -and tile devas- 
tating conflict with Iraq, which 
ended with a cea sefire in August 
last year. 

The oil industry, Iran’s main 
foreign exchange earner, is in 
particular need of investment 
But Western bankers said that 
even if Iran managed to borrow 
from abroad, it could find loan 
terms painfully tight. 

Tehran has so tor failed in its 
efforts to recover $12 billion of 
assets which it says have been 
frozen in -the United States. 

It has tried to link release of 
the assets with release of Western 
hostages held by pro-Iranian 
guerrillas in Lebanon. But 
Washington says the two issues 
must be dealt with separately. 

Britain says Iran must make 
the first move to end a row over 
British novelist Salman Rushdie, 
whom late Iranian leader Ayatol- 
lah Rnhollah Khomeini said 
should be killed for b la s ph e mi ng 
a gains t Islam 


Year-old talks with West Gar- 
many for a government-backed 
loan worth several billion dollars 
have fallen through, I ranian poli- 
tical sources said. 

Iran says it has an outstanding 
dispute with the West German 
export credit guarantee agency 
Hermes. 

Iran and France have conflict- 
ing claims over money stemming 
from before Iran’s 1979 Islami c 
revolutron- 

Hopes of money from Japan 
also seem to have faded, the 
Iranian political sources said. 
Japanese companies have lost 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
such projects as a troubled pet- 
rochemical complex at Bandar 
Khomeini. 

’ To offset tiie lade of foreign 
capital, Iran plans to spend $4.9 
baDkm of its reserves on develop- 
ment projects in tbe next five 
years, the Iranian paper Resalat 
has said. 

The sum could be as much as 
80 per cent of current reserves, 
independent econo mis ts say. 

Resalat said the government 
had authorised $10 billion of fore- 
ign. borrowing daring the five- 
year plan ending in 1994. The 
plan has not yet been approved 
by parliament. 

Chinese Economic and Foreign 
Trade Relations Minister Zheng 
Ihobin said in Abu Dhabi last 
month that a Western economic 
boycott of China had harmed its 
devdopment and that Peking was 
seeking funds from Gulf Arab 
states to compensate. 

Iran has no such option follow- 
ing its war with Arab Iraq and 
continuing political and ideolo- 
gical feuds with Saudi Arabia. 

In the energy sector, Iran plans 
to spend $13.4 billion in foreign 
currency oa its ml, gas and pet- 
rochemical industries over the 
next five years.

McEnroe, Lendl reach Masters semifinal

NEW YORK — John McEnroe 
needed three sets and nearly 
three hoars to subdue fellow 
American Michael Chang on 
Thursday and claim the fourth 
semifinal spot at the $3.1 million 
Masters tennis tournament, 

McEnroe, a three-time Masters 
champion,- held on after 
squandering a 5-1 third-set lead 
to defeat the 17-year-old French 
Open champion 6-2, 5-7, 6-4. 

“It was a hard-fought match,” 
McEnroe said. “In those situa- 
tion mental play comes into 
being. Guys can lose confidence 


and have concentration lapses 
and he's smart enough to take 
advantage of that.” 

Earlier on Thursday, world 
number one Ivan Lendl breezed 
past .eight-ranked American 
Aaron Krickstein 6-1, 6-3 to lock 
up his 10th consecutive Masters 
semifinal berth. 

Defending champion Boris 
Becker of West Germany and 
third-ranked Swede Stefan 
Ed berg qualified for Saturday's 
semifinals with victories on 
Wednesday. 

McEnroe struggled with bis 
serve for the second consecutive 
night, but managed to fight off 10 
break points before the fifth- 


ranked Chang converted one to 
lead 3-1 in the second set. 

Chang stayed in the match 
throughout with blazing passing 
shots and brilliant returns of 
serve. 

Bnt in the end he squandered 
for too many opportunities, con- 
verting just three of 20 break 
points. 

The speedy Chang, who had 
never taken a set from McEnroe, 
came up with his second break 
while leading 6-5 to avoid a tieb- 
reak and force a third set. 

McEnroe, 30, then seized 
momentum by jumping out to a 
4-0 lead and appeared well on his 
way to victory. 


But Chang, who seems to be 
making a career of gutsy come- 
from -behind wins, fought off 
three break points that would 
have put him 5-0 down. 

From SI Chang took three 
straight games to pull within one 
and suddenly the 14,000-strong 
Madison Square Garden crowd 
began to realise that the former 
world* number one might actually 
lose. 

Chang had four more break 
points in the dramatic 10th game, 
but each time McEnroe found a 
way to keep the game alive and 
on his second match point deli- 
vered a dazzling forehand cross 
court volley for the victory. 


*T always look forward to play- 
ing John,” Chang said. “1 almost 
had him today but almost isn't 
good enough." 

Lendl, a five-time Masters 
champion with 10 1989 titles to 
his credit, was fortunate to avoid 
the drama that McEnroe faced. 

The Czechoslovak delivered 10 
aces and his serve was simply too 
effective for Krickstein, who 
managed one break point against 
Lendl in each set and failed to 
convert either. 

The Australian Open cham- 
pion, who has now reached 16 
semifinals in 17 tournaments this 
year, broke Krickstein three 
times in the first set and needed 
just one break to wrap up the 


second. 

“He seems be getting better ~ 
It's kind of frustrating," said' 
Krickstein. “Hopefully he’ll win- 
Wimbledon and retire.” 

Friday's schedule appeared to 
promise' some of the best tennis 
of the week with a rematch of the 
Becker-Edberg Wimbledon final 
and a showdown of old rivals 
Lendl and McEnroe. With the 
final four derided, however, only 
the semifinal matchups and 
$30,000 for a Round-Robin win 
will be on the line on Friday. 

The winner of the Lendl- 
McEnroe match will face the los- 
er of Becker-Edberg in Satur- 
day's semifinals.

SAN SALVADOR (R) — With left-wing insurgents 
holding their fire, U.S. citizens began leaving 
embattled San Salvador Thursday in the first mass 
evacuation of Americans in 10 years of civil war.

.GMT), three rickety public buses 
packed with around 100 Amer- 
icans -polled away from the for- 
tress-tike U.S. embassy cm their 
way to the airpor t and safety in 
tfae United States. 

Hk Americans’ departure was ■ 
widely seen by Salvadoreans and 
non-U.S. diplomats as a major 
propaganda victory for the Fara- 
bundo Marti National liberation 


Front (FMLN) and a blow to the 
credibility of the U.S.-backed 


credibility of the U.S.-backed 
government of right-wing Presi- 
dent Alfredo Cristiam.- 

Since tfae guerrillas launched 
their biggest offensive of the war 
on Nov. 11, the Cri&tiani adminis- 
tration has repeatedly announced 
it had broken the backbone of the 
rebels and reasserted control in 

the raprfal. 

But after a hill of several days, 
the guerrillas Wednesday slipped 
back into the most affluent dis- 
tricts of El Salvador’s capital, 
engaged government troops in 
fierce combat, and prompted the 
embassy to arrange tor die depar- 
ture of dependents. 

More than 200 U.S. — 

wives and spouses of embassy 
personnel and U.S. contract em- 


ployees — woe scheduled to 
leave aboard a chartered jet for 
Washington. 

In contrast to statements from 
embassy officials that the depar- 
ture was vohmtaiy, many of those 
affected appeared to have been 
told to leave. .

But there is no cause 
for concern,'” Dr, Ashim Bardban at Woodlands Nursing Home 
in Calcutta told Reuters. The 79-year-old Nobel laureate was 
admitted to hospital Wednesday after she complained of severe 
giddiness. She was in hospital for 40 days beginning in September 
suffering from what doctors called a cardiac blockage. She went 
home on Oct 14 after being given a temporary pacemaker.

Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
enters her second year in power 
Saturday, feeing new threats from 
a strong opposition which nar- 
rowly failed to unseat her a 
month ago.
